Washington, March 12 (/P) — 
The sky was empty of planes 
fly ing the mails today , just three 
weeks after the army took over 
the job. 
The 
order 
grounding 
the 
planes made no mention of the 
ten deaths that have occurred 
since President Roosevelt can­ 
celled the private subsidies and 
turned the airmails over to the 
army , but it followed within a 
day oi the President’s statement 
that dv ths in, fly ing the mails 
“ must stop.” 
Major-General Benjamin 
D. 
Foulois, chief of the air corps, 
directed the order to all airmail 
zones, calling upon them to: 
“ Suspend immediately all car­ 
ry ing of the airmail until y our 
personnel and equipment are in 
position and ready to initiate the 
schedules furnished y ou in ra­ 
diogram.” 
The order specified that no 
airmail fly ing should be under­ 
taken until authorized by head­ 
quarters of the air corps. 
What effect the cancellation 
of 
all 
airmail 
service, 
even 
though temporary , would have 
on American business which has 
come to rely upon the swifter 
means of mailing, was a moot 
question. Postal officials, prompt­ 
ly notified by airmail zone com­ 
manders of the changed situa­ 
tion, struggled to give the fast­ 
est possible train routings to 
stacks of airmail shunted back 
to them by Sunday ’s order. 
The interruption of service is 
not ex pected to last for more 
than two or three day s. Major- 
General Foulois hoped to have a 
modified “ fair-weather” sched­ 
ule ready by Wednesday . 
The air corps chief believes a 
revised airmail map, with planes 
and men to fly it, will be in 
shape by midweek, with the 18 
routes which were being flown 
until today reduced to about a 
.dozen. 
The coast-to-coast “ backbone” 
of the airmail will be preserved 
in the new setup. 
Grounding of the entire air­ 
mail service followed President 
Roosevelt’s statement of Satur­ 
day that deaths among army 
mail couriers “ must stop.” The 
White House statement was con­ 
sidered by many air corps men 
today as the sharpest rebuke giv­ 
en the army in y ears. These men 
contended that the military avi­ 
ators are as good fliers as com­ 
mercial pilots, but that their un- 
familiarity 
with 
mail 
routes, 
coupled with ex ceptionally bad 
weather during most of the pe­ 
riod, has been a heavy disad­ 
vantage.

The econ omic situ ation of ou r cou n try is close­ 
ly in tu n e w ith the in cfu stry of the cou n try . In ­ 
du stry owes its obligation to society to help re­ 
cov ery plan s an d it dem on strated its willin gn ess 
to cooperate when called u pon throu gh the ad ­ 
m in istration of the Nation al Recov ery Act. 
Workin g hou rs were shorten ed an d wages in ­ 
creased by the m ajority of bu sin ess en terprises 
in complian ce with the v ariou s codes tha t were 
brou ght in to ex isten ce. 
Ex trem ists are n ow adv ocatin g a thirty hou r 
week an d higher wage scales. This fu rther rad ­ 
ical step bids fair to disorgan ize the good already 
accomplished an d defeat the program tha t is be­ 
in g carried ou t. 
Shorten in g of workin g hou rs, in creased salaries 
an d in creased n u m bers of employ ees hav e al­ 
ready worked a real hardship On m an y bu sin ess 
con cern s, large an d small, bein g in au gu rated in 
the m idst of the worst bu sin ess con dition s tha t 
hav e ev er prev ailed. Sin ce tha t time bu sin ess 
con dition s hav e improv ed an d greater earn in g 
power has been en joy ed by a m ajority of bu si­ 
n esses bu t on ly to the ex ten t of possibly absorb­ 
in g the in creased ex pen ses brou ght abou t by the 
chan ge. 
The cost of operatin g an y bu sin ess mu st be 
kept below the in come an d how the con dition s 
of a thirty hou r week can be m et by m ost of 
those con cern ed, can n ot be fathomed. Econ omic 
recov ery can on ly be achiev ed slowly an d m u ch 
of it in a n atu ral m an n er, an d the attem pts to 
fix a set of arbitrary ru les to gov ern all bu sin ess 
will resu lt in more harm than the an ticipated 
good can ev er am ou n t to.
